WHO AM I?" 



I was born on December 24. 1809, in Madison 
Counly. Kentucky. My parents moved to Missouri 
when ! was one year old and settled in whal is 
now Howard Counly. For two or three years aflcr 
our arrival we had lo remain forted. OJten the 
seltters forted for mutual protection. The forts 
were commonly log houses, loopholed. and bar- 
ricaded. For fjfteen years I lived in Missouri and 
I was apprenliced to David Workman to learn the 
saddler's Irade. 

I remained with him two years. I had heard so 
many tales of life in the mountains of the West. 1 
concluded to leave him. Ile was a good man and 
kind, but I decided to jotn the first party ihat 
started for the Rocky Mounlama. In August. 1826. 
! had ihe good forlune to hear of such a party. I 
made application to join and was accepled. We 
arrived in Santa Fe in November and I proceeded 
to Femandez de Taos. Later I hired with a man. 
who6C name 1 have forgotien. to drive team. My 
wage« were ooe dollar a day. I remained in his 
employ tit! our arrival in El Paso. 

I then took employmcnt as a cook with Mr. 
Ewing Young, mjc^board being my renumeration. 
Next 1 took a job with Col. Tramell. a merchant. 
as interpreter. Afler ihis I drove a team. You can 
see 1 was a restless youth. Back I went lo Taos. 
Mr. Young organized a party of trappers, consist- 
mg of Atruricans. C^nadian^. and Frenchmen 
to trap withm the limits of Mexico. I joined ihem 
and we left Taos in August. 1829. 

Traveling through the country occupied by the 
Navajo Indians. we passed the village of Zuni 
and on to the head of the Salt River. Indians 
were approaching us from the distance. Mr. Young 
directed the greater part of hu men lo hide them- 
selves. Thcy did ihis by concealing themselves 
under blankets, pack saddles, and as best they 
couid. The hills were covered with Indians. Seeing 
so f«w of us they concluded to make an atlack 
and drive us from our positions. We fought and 
they were rouled. We continued our march, 
trapping down Sall River lo the moulh of San 
Francisco F^ver. We were harassed by ihe Indians 
one night. They would frequenOy crawl into our 
camp, steal a trap or two, kill a mule or hone. 
and do whatever damage^they could. 



We continued on our way. Game was very 
scarce. We killed only ihree deer and from 
their skins made tanks for the purpose of catrying 
water. For the aext four days we marched over 
a counly which had no water. Each ni^t we 
received a small quantity of water from the 
tanks which we had been foresighted enough to 
provide. 

Eventually we reached the mission of San Gab- 
riel. We remained there one day and received 
very good treatment from the inhabitants. We 
traded bulcher knives for beef and ihen passed 
over the mountain into the valley of Sacremento. 
We had plenty to eat and found grass in abun- 
dance for our animals. Finding signs of trappers 
on the San Joaquin. we fotlowed their Irai) and 
in a few days overtook the party. We fouod 
ihem lo beloDg to the Hudson's Bay Company. 
There were sixty men in the group and command' 
ed by Peter Ogden. 

We trapped down the San Joaquin and its 
tribularies, and found bul little beaver. There 
was plenty of other game. such as elk, deer and 
antelope. We remained on the Sacremento during 
the summer. Since il was not ihe season foi 
trapping. we passed our lime in hunting. 

Laler we went to the mission of San Rafad 
lakmg with us the beaver skins we had on hand 
We were well received by ihe missionaries. At the 
mission we found the captain of a trading schoon- 
er. We Iraded our furs with him and obtained 
money. Then we purchased all the horses we need- 
ed and returned to our camp. 

Shortly afterwards a party of Indians came to 
our camp during the nighl. frightened our animals 
and ran off sixty head. Fourteen of them were 
recovered in the morning. Twelve of us saddled 
and took the trail of the lost animal«. We went 
more than a hundred miles tnto the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains. We surprised the Indians and recover- 
ed all but six of our animals. 

Later we continued oo our way and trapped 
down the south side of the Colorado to tidewatei 
and up the north side to the mouth of the Gila. 
We sold our beaver skins in Santa Fe. In April, 



1831. we all arrived safely at Taos. and we each 
were paid the amouot due to us. 

In the fall of 1631. I joined a party under 

Thomas Fitzpatrick bound for ihe Rocky Moun- 
lains on a trappini! expedition. We traveled norih 
till we struck the Platte River. Then we jour- 
oeyed up. the Sweetwater. We trapped lo ihe head 
of thi» river, then on to Green River. During the 
Winter we lost four or five men who were out 
hunting for buffalo. They were killed by Blackfoot 
Indiana. 

In Atpn\, 1832. we commenced our hunt again. 
We trapped back on to the Bear River, the prin- 
cipal ttream that empties into Great Salt Lake. 
Then on lo the Green River where we found a 
party of trappers in charge of Mr. Sinclair. They 
had Icft Taos shortly after we had and had 
wintered on Litlle Bear I^ver. 

Some of us hcaded for New Park and ther« we 
trapped for some time. We trapped on ihe watcrs 
of ihe Arkansas untit ihe river began lo freeze, 
then wenl into winler quarters. During ihe winter 
we passed a pleasanl time. The snow was very 
deep and we had no difficulty procuriog as much 
buffalo meat as we required. 

In January. 1833, a party of men who had 
bcen out hunting, relurned about dark. Their 
horses were very poor. having bcen fed during 
the winter on cotton wood bark. They turned 
the horses out lo gather such nourishment as they 
could Hnd. T}iat night a party of about fifty Crow 
Indians came to our camp and stole nine of the 
horses that were loose. 

In the morning we discovered signs of the In- 
dians. Twelve of us look ihe trail and traveled 
about forly miles. Il was getling lale. Our animals 
were fatigued for the snow was deep, and ihe 
passing of many herds of buffalo during the day 
caused us a greal deal of difficulty in keeping the 
trail. At length we saw fires about four miles 
ahead of us and tied our animals lo trees. 

We planned to come upon the Indians from the 
direction in which they were travelmg. They were 
in two forts of about equal strength. We spied 
our horses, which were tied oear the entrance of 
ene of their forts. Let come what would. we were 
bound lo get them. We remained concealed in the 
brush. Buffering severely from the cold uotil the 
Indians laid down lo sleep. 



When we thoughl they were all asicep. nx of 
us crawled towards our animals. Tbe reat remain- 
ed where they wrre as a reserve for us to fall back 
on in case we did not meet with success. We hid 
behind logs and crawled silently towards the fort. 
The snow prevented us from being heard and 
finally we reached the horses and cut the rope«. 
But how to gel the horses away? We made snow 
balls and threw them at our horses. They headed 
for our reserve thus we recovered our animals. 

I continued trapping for a period of sixleen 
years and had many advenlures. Bul beaver was 
beginning to get scarce. The lime had come for 
me to try my hand at something else. So I headed 
for Benl's Fort on ihe Arkansas. There I was 
kindiy received and was offered employment to 
hunt for ihe fort al one dollar per day. I accepted 
this offer and remained there until 1642. They 
were going to send a wagon train lo the status 
and I concluded lo accompany il. After visiting 
my friends. I went to Si. Louis. There I remained 
a few days. Becoming tired of the settlements. I 
look a steamer for the upper Missouri. 

As luck would have it, Colonel Fremont. then 
a lieutenanl, was aboard the same boal. He had 
been in search of Captain Drips, an experienced 
mountaineer but had failed in gelting him. I told 
G>lonel Fremont ihal I had been some time in the 
mountains. and thai I ihoughl I could guide him 
to any point he wished to go. He replied ihat he 
would make inquiry regarding my qualifications 
for the lask. I presume the reports received were 
favorable for he told me he would engage me. 
paying me one hundred dollars per monlh. 

I accepted the offer and prepared to accompany 
him. His object was to survey the South Pass 
and measure the higheit peaki of the Rocky 
Mountains. He was also to lf>cate siles for military 
posts to protect the interests of the United States 
in this region. 

This meeting changed my life. I was lo become 
very famous and my name would soon be known 
throughout ihe United States. My trapping days 
as a mountain man were finished. Now. who am 
I? Turn this page upside down and you can read 
my name.
